This concluſion is 
amplified by a Prolepſis in the next verſe, 

Ovieft. If man-hane no profit of all his labour, bur 
all come to paſſe by fate and deſtiny, to whar 
purpoſe then ſhould wee take paines in any 
thing, why are wenot idle, &c ? 

Sol, Verſ. 10, Wee muſt notwithſtanding la- 
bour and bufic our ſdues in all lawfull en-

oth, pride, &c, in briefe, Gods pronidence

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doth.not exclude thevſe of lawfull meanes, 
but implies them to bee vicd with ſubmiſſion 
to his will, 

2 Argument from the excellency of Gods working in the 
gouernement and diſpoſing of all things, God brings all 
things to paſſe ina moſt comely order, in the molt ſexs 
ſonable and fit opportunity [beautifull in histime] nor 
onely good, bur beautifull, and if notin irſelfe, yetin 
his time all circumſtances duly conſidered, moſt iceme- 
ly, orderly and cuery way befitting.Therefore wee haue 
good reaſon to bee contented, and like well of uur con- 
dition, ſecing that which is, is in its time the beſt and 
beſt fitting, verſe 17. This point is clcered by remouall 
of an obieRion; it ſeemes not ſo (may ſome ſay ) that 
mattersare carried in ſuch a decent order, many things 

all out, whereof we can ſec noreaſon why they ſhouid 
ce accounted ſo exccllent, &c. Hereto Salomonanſwers 


| hears} hath not left himſelfe withou 
witneflz of his righteous, equall, and beauti- 
full ordering of things, but hath ſer ic forth 
to bee obſcrued in the booke of the world. 
And this hee hath [ ſetin their hearts? 5. e. g- 
uen mana large defire and alſo power in good 
meaſure to comprehend and Slatng the 
Hiſtory of Nature, with the courſe of humane 
affaires : ſo that if men did but giue them(ſclues 
tothe cxadt obſeruation of things, they might 
in moſt of them perceiue an admirable order 
in their wiſe and ifall contriuance.

power it 1s not to adde what hee thinkes defeciue,or 
rake away what hee imagines ſuperfluous ; that is, to 
croſſe, dilanull, and turne aſide the counſell of God, 
for the eſtabliſhing of his owne defignments.

rouident adminiſtration of the world. [ That which 
beene is now, &c. ]God hath nor of late begunne 


ro vſc this courſe, neither hath hee dealt with former, 


nor will deale with latter ages otherwiſe than he doth 
with the preſent : things that are palt JTy he ſeekes 
our WPI? and cauſeth a circular reuoiution and re- 
rurne ot all things in their conuenient ſcafons. This is 
a great argument to contentment, for, Ferre quam ſor-

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EC 4 We hauvea repetition of the firſt concluſion [that no- 
thing 1s better than contentation and tranquillity of 
mind Jn the twelfth & thirteenth verſes, where though 
itbe repeated as a conſequent on the ſecond Argnment, 
yet it is to be vnderſtood, as iſſuing from them all.
